Many of the emotionally disturbed could 
be treated in these clinics without com- 
mitment to Milledgeville, a factor that 
should cut down on the hospital's size. 

Early treatment at these outpatient 
clinics also would result in cures for many 
who now go untended until it is too late. 
These clinics, too, could serve as screen- 
fig centers and weed out the many who 
now are patients at the hospital for rea- 
sons other than meastal illness. 

The committee did valuable work by 
its survey and recommendations. We re- 
spectfully suggest, however, that if more 
money is to be spent on Georgia's mentally 
ill, it will be more effective if spent on 
measures to reduce, rather than increase, 
the size of the Milledgeville hospital.

State Health Standards 
Are Below the Average 


Two out of every three Georgians are 
served by inadequate health departments; 
Dr. T. F. Sellers, state director of public 
health, declared in his annual report. He 
pointed out that many -of the state's health 
departments are neither adequately 
staffed nor equipped to do an efficient job. 

Although this information is not news 
to most of us, it points up the continuing 
battle to improve the health level of all 
citizens. 

Dr. Sellers points out truthfully that 
medical knowledge “has made it possible 
for a community to purchase whatever 
level of health it desires.” Despite this 
fact, local economic situations and lack of 
interest on the part of communities stil] 
mean a much lower health average in 
Georgia than for the nation as a whole. 

The ‘field of public health devotes it- 
self more to preventive medicine than to 
actual treatment—except for the indigent. 
The splendid communicable disease cen- 
ier to be built in Atlanta will be

One of the worst health menaces in the 
state is still venereal disease, in spite of 
the determined battle against it. Other 
grave threats are mental illness and the 
growing problems of ‘the aged.

Reorganization of the State Health De- 
partment into 38 districts, now under 
way, will bring health services to many 
counties that now have none. It will co- 
ordinate into more compact units the 
fight to prevent epidemics and to bring 
health information into every home and 
school. 

Georgia needs healthy citizens. The 
strength of all communities depends upon 
application of modern medical knowledge 
to local problems.

It came to public notice that the 
farm debt situation was on the 
move when the Atlanta Field Of- 
fice of the U.S. Departmetit of 
Commerce sent out a release this 
week stating that Georgia’s farm 
mortgage indebtedness at the be- 
ginning of 1955 was $70,201,000, a 
gain of nearly $7,000,000 over the 
total at hand the first of the pre- 
vious year. The release stated the 
10.7 per cent rise in Georgia was 
the largest in the Southeast. 

The total mortgage indebtedness 
of approximately $70,000,000 struck 
me as being quite a pile of money, 
so I called the Commerce Depart- 
ment to obtain for comparative 
purposes figures on years in the 
depression era. (It might be men- 
tioned that the farm bust started 
in the Twenties, way ahead of the 
stock crash.)° 

A complication arose at the 
Commerce Department. They ‘ex- 
plained that the release giving 
Georgia's indebtedness as $70,000,- 
000 wasn't correct, that this total 
did not include mortgages held by 
life insurance companies and var- 
ious other lenders. 

The commerce people did have 
the total U.S.” farm indebtedness 
as of January, 1955. This total was 
$8,170,402,000, and. it included life 
insurance mortgages and all oth- 
ers. However, there was no breake 
down eby states. 

And much farm indebted- 


mess was there in the United States 
in 1930? The total then was $4,377,« 
225,000, and in 1935 it Was $3,682,- 
364,000. 

One aspect which must be con- 
sidered in comparing these dollar 
Values is the fact the dollar has 
slipped about 50 per cent in value 


Since the depression days. Also, 
farm assets have been rising 
Now, let's get back to Georgia. 


The total farm mortgage indebt- 
edness was given—without count- 
ing life insurance company mort- 
gages—as approximately $70,000,- 
000. We can't add in the life in- 
Surance debt because we don't 
know what it is but in the United 
States at the start of the vear, life 
insurance mortgages comprised a 
bit over a fourth of the total 
$8,170.402,000 U.S. farm mortgage 
indebtedness. If we do some crude 
interpolation, we can put Georgia's 
farm indebtedness at around $87,- 
000,000. And that doesn't include 
the miscellaneous lender category. 

Georgia's farm mortgage indebt- 
edness in 1930 was $39,566,000 from 
all sources and $35.803,000 in 1935. 

That's about as far as I can go 
with these figures. Don't forget the 
dollar has changed in value, and 
that makes a big debt difference. 
Two dollars of debt today is equal 
to about a doliar of debt in the 
Thirties.

You, your wife and your daughter all have problems, in my 
opinion. I think your daughter's problem is the most serious be- 
cause it is due to lack of parental understanding. 

Your wife’s problem is to do an ‘about face’ and learn how 
to cope wisely with this situation which she has created herself. 
She must learn to be understanding and realize that while the girl 
may need discipline, the kind of discipline she has had is wrong, 
as proven by her behavior. 

Your own problem concerns both your wife and daughter as 
well as yourself. As the girl’s father, instead of being just a 
bystander, you should take a hand and see that the girl has proper 
training as well as proper punishment when, and if, it is neces- 
sary. 

All youngsters do things at times which call for parental disci- 
pline. But when that discipline is unreasonable or robs the 
youngster of all dignity (as in this case) then it cannot be effec- 
tive. 

My advice is to have a three-way family conference. Talk 
this problem over seriously and calmly together. Be willing to 
admit your mistakes as wellbas expecting your daughter to admit 
“hers. Explain to the girl that you are concerned about the way 
‘things are going and believe there is a way to have a happier, 
«loser family relationship if you all try to understand each other 
better. Work together and play together with respect and con.
